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proclaimed it throughout the 3 Kingdoms , and begat - a Belief in 
them, that before would not ſo much as hear ofa PLOT, 


Bur the particulars of this Subje&, upon the 5 Ring-Leaders ;* 


viz. Stafford, Bellaſis, Powis, Arundel and Peters, theſe were impeach- 
ed by the Houſe of Commons, and committed in 106. 167g. where- 
they have continued : Continuing to uſe all poſſible 'Mecans either 
to bring their Helliſh Deſign to paſs, or to perſwade people, there 
was no Fich thing as a PLOT : and that 'tis only a Device of the 
Evidence to advance themſelves. 

Bur in vain have they ſo ſuggeſted ro themſeves, for none elſe 
will give Credit to their ſmooth, rho fallacigus Prerences, yet nor- 
withilanding all theſe Shifts and fubrie Endeavours, Julitice ar laſt 
has Legal hold of ſome ot them, aud his tollowcr Death has layd 
Stefford in Silence ; nor could his Wiles preſerve him, for on the 
of Novem(..698. according to the Time, The Lords and Commons 
had mut ally agreed: hereupon he was brought ro the Barr of 
the Court of Juſlice in Weſtminſter - halt 3; the Tower - Ax was 
carryed before -him: where after.the Þ LOT was proved in ge- 
neral : The Evidence proceeded upon particulars : And poſitively 
ſwore, That he:had oo endeayoured to hire them for large 
Summs of Money to Murder the King : that being level, ro make 
a Maſſacree, and bring in a Forein Power for the Subduing theſe 
Kingdoms to the See- of Rome , and-utretly extirpating the rrote> 


ſlant Reljgion : Againſt which he made a weak Defence; And. 


brought a Cloud of Witneſſes to diſprove the times and Places of 
ſuch Treacherous' Conſults. But - they, often conforinded 'them- 
ſelves in the Delivery of their Tellimonyes, and upon any Crofs- 


Gneſtions asked them , ſtarted quite out of the former Tract of diſ- : 


courſe, and were at a Non-plus : fo is it with thoſe who are only 
uided by what thoſe that they witneſs for bas inform'd them, not 
wing how to proceed furrher than the Particulars that have bin 
rold 'them. Yer notwirſtanding the long Delayes he made to pur 
off his Tryalto further time : The continuance whereof was Eight 
Days in all :;' He at laſt was found Gilty. of the Treaſons for which 


he "gs Indiced Whereupon he delired an A reft of Fudement, bur - 
cou] 


u{d by no means obrain it, by reaſon he had nor the leaſt prerence 
of Law to fix the ſame.upon : So that he receiv*d Sentence from 
the Lord High Steward, as it was aggeed upon by the Lords Aſſem- 
bled in Parliament : 

Ta g0the Plece from nhtnce be came, and from thence to go the place 
appointed for, Execution, aramn'upen 4n Hurdle, where he muſt be hang'd 
up by the yeck, but no: till be was dead, then to be cut down alrve, his Prin 
acewmbers cut off, and Bowels rip'd out, and to be burnt before his Face : his 
Kiead tobe cut off, his Cuartrrs to be ar[poſed of at the leaſure of the King, 

This was the Sentence, and the Law allows 'no other to ſuch as 
are attainted for that Capital Crime of High Treaſon : bur as he 
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was # Peer, rhe Lord high Steward informed him, Thar their Lord- 
ſhips had ſo far taken ir mto Conſideration, as to make it their Hum- 
ble Requeſt to the King, that the greateſt part of this Sentence be 
Remirted, and that he only'looſe his Head : After this he was Re- 
manded to rhe Tower,the Ax being carried before him,where he con- 
tinued yery penſive, and had ſeveral come to viftirhim, amongtt 
which (no doubr) there were many ſubrle Jeſtires, and Popifh Prietls 
in diſguiſe tro confirm this Blind Superſtition, leaſt he ſhould be ſmit- 
ren with Remorſe, for the horrid Crimes which he was Guiky of and 
ſo make ſomeConfeſion of his wicked Intents, after he'had continued 
in the Tower: the Warrant being ſigned for his Execation,h& was 0n 
Wedneſaay the 29 of this invant 0-6-7, brought forth, artended 
with a ftrong Guard, all the Hamlets making'a Lane or each [ide : 
He paſſed on to the Scaffold prepared tor that ſous wo Where owing 
come, he was helped up; then wirh heavy Cheer, he'caſt his Ey 
abour, ſeeming much de'ced an? tull of Sorrow for the Sins he had 
Commirted ; many of his t riendsflockt about the Scaffold, as near 4s 
it was permitted them Mauch bewai'ing his fad End, the which 
when he beheld he could not refrain Weeping to bear them Com- 
pany , often lifting up his Hands and repeating Prayers to himſclf, 
firſt turning one way and then another to_view as is ſappoſed 
whom he knew there preſant, which he continued doing for a good 
ſpace, ſpeaking with a doleful Voice, as ſeeming very loth to dye, 
as now perhaps having ſome miſtruſt of the Popes Infalibility, and 
fearing if he ſhould ger him into Purgatory, he would not be able ro

Bur to draw to a Concluſion, afcer he ha# been upon the Seaffold 


for near an hour, the Headsman bag Mite TUNITU, IP URL 
in that Caſe : he Kneeled down ro the Block to receiv rhe rewaud 


of his 'Freaſon-; where, repeating ſome Prayers (as mimy affirm, in 
ZLutin,) after ſome delay, gave Sienal of his being Teddy; by 
ſtretching out his Arms or the like : whereupon the Heads-man 
at one full blow Severed his Heid from his Body, which ſcemed ro 
ſtir for ſome time; after which, both it and the Body were conveyed 
back, to be diſpoſed of according to his Majeſtyes pleaſure. Thus 
fell the Traytor that ſoughr the downfal of three Kingdoms, and ro
